P A R I S — (NBA)— A com- 


pletely new post has been 
c r e a t e d b y P r e s i d e n t 
Georges Pompidou's govern- 
ment, that of "Secretary of 
State entrusted with Public

describes 


his title as " M i n i s t e r of 
Moans and Groans." 


Baumel's appointment, one 


which has never b e f o r e 
existed in France and prob- 
ably doesn't exist anywhere 
else, is one of the real inno- 
vations of the p r a c t i c a l 
imagination of the dynamic 
prime minister, J a c q u e s 
Chaban-Delmas.

for the new minister was 
that of automobile traffic.

ordinary life of the ordinary 
Frenchman." says Baumci. 
Mine is a ministry without 
frontiers, without direct re- 
sponsibility over any branch 
of administration." ' 


A c c o r d i n g to this new 


trouble-shooter, the country 
has reached the limits of 
what is humanly bearable in 
terms of bureaucracy. 


The May-June, 1968, upris- 


ings were, in Baumel's opin- 
ion, 
a r e b e l l i o n against 


bureaucracy. 


"We must humanize the 


man b e h i n d the desk and 
simplify the forms," he says. 
"We want to replace the ten- 
sion between the state and 
the individual with a smil- 
ing, relaxed atmosphere." 


Baumel says his job is to 


keep his ear to the ground, 
listen to Frenchmen, be the 
government's radar. 


"I took on the job," says 


Baumel, "because I am a 
man of human contacts and 
public relations. I have al- 
ways been interested in this 
sort of thing." 


He receives from 100 to 200 


letters a day, some 
from 


madmen, some from cranks 
with a system, some raising 
special problems which ho 
orders nis staff to investi- 
gate, others with suggestions 
that deserve study. 


His next r e p o r t to the 


prime minister p r o p o s e s 
some emergency measures 
concerning road casualties: 
medical examination every 
five years for all drivers, 
inspection and repair of all 
cars over 10 years old. 


Baumel also plans to ex- 


periment with what he calls 
the "continuous 
day" 
for 


office and factory workers. 
He thinks this shift system 
could solve the problem of 
bottlenecks and traffic con- 
gestion during peak hours. 


Now that he's very much 


in the public eye, Haumol's 
own peak 
hours are con- 


tinuous.

The b i d d i n g of today's 


hand by Sam Stayman and 
Vic Mitchell of the New York 
team in the Spingold finals 
is well worth study. Holding 
19 points, Vic had too much 
to open one no-trump, so he 
bid one club. He jumped to 
two no-trump after the one- 
spade response. 


Sam S t a y m a n rebid to 
three hearts, since his hand 
was definitely of a suit pat- 
tern. At this point, Vic's 
hand appeared to offer great 
slam potential. Eighteen of 
his 19 points were in aces 
and kings and he held a dou- 
bleton d i a m o n d and four 
hearts. He decided to make 
a slam try and he had a 
ready-made bid at his dis- 
posal. He bid four diamonds. 
.This did not suggest dia- 


monds as the suit for the 
final contract but did convey 
the message that the four- 
heart bid had made Vic's 
hand look better and that, if 
Sam wanted to go on toward 
a slam, Vic was ready to go 
along with him. 


Sam had no interest at all 


in a slam and was happy to 
sign off at four hearts. 


There was no problem to 


the play at four hearts. Sam 
had to lose two trumps and 
one diamond but was able to 
ruff one spade in dummy 
and, 
hence, get away with- 


out the loss of a trick in that 
suit. 


At the other table, the 


Dallas pair landed at four 
spades and had to lose a 
spade in addition to the dia- 
mond and two hearts and 
were down one: This repre- 
s e n t e d a net loss of 470 
points, or 10 IMPs. 


This hand also illustrates 


the factor of luck in dupli- 
cate. Four hearts is a better 
contract than four spades, 
but most of the time either 
of the two contracts would 
make and the spade bidders 
would not have been pun- 
ished.

PERSONAL

If you're d fan of the really 


ancient movies that appear 
on late-night television, you 
may very well have been ex- 
posed to one old standby that 
thickens its plot with a bank 
failure. 


There's a classic shot in 


which the banker stands at 
the window, contemplating 
suicide, while depositors who 
have lost a lifetime's savings 
pound vainly on the door. 


It all sounds terribly melo- 


dramatic now and probably 
strikes most viewers as un- 
real. But banks do fail, even 
in this day and age. The fact 
that contemplated suicide 
and busted depositors are 
not part of the current scene 
can be credited as a safe- 
guard you shouldn't forget. 


The safeguard is called de- 


posit insurance, which is just 
what it sounds like. If your 
checking and savings ac- 
counts are in an insured 
bank, you are automatically 
entitled to $15,000 worth of 
protection if anything goes 
wrong. 


And ' t h i n g s have gone 


wrong for a total of eight 
times so far this year. Five 
bank failures have occurred 
in Texas alone. Colorado, 
Illinois and Michigan have 
had one each. 


In each of the eight fail- 


ures, the depositors have 
been protected by the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corp. 


Several courses of action 


are open to the FDIC once 
the bank has been closed. One 
is to repay the depositors for 
their insured deposits and 
allow the bank to remain 
closed permanently. 


This can be a disruptive 


process, since many failed 
banks are in small towns 
that have no other banking 
facility nearby. Trying to 
continue a banking service 
is the aim of a second pos- 
sible maneuver. 


This is to allow a well- 


financed, nearby bank (or a 
newly organized one) to take 
over the failed bank's assets 
and liabilities. To make this 
p o s s i b l e , the FDIC pur- 
chases all assets found to be 
unacceptable 
to the new 


bank. 


The FDIC salvages what 


it can from its purchase and 
writes off the remainder.

If you 
don't mind wearing braces 
like a teenager, you can 
have your c r o o k e d teeth , 
straightened 
and

teeth moved back to a more 
normal, less prominent posi- 
tion. 


The so-called ideal time to 


have teeth straightened is 9 
to 12, but you're not too old 
to have braces now. You 
know, orthodontic treatment 
has no age limit. Health con- 
ditions are the controlling 
factors: For instance, the 
state of your general health, 
condition of your teeth and 
gums and the amount of 
bone supporting your teeth. 


What a b o u t t i m e and 


money? It's hard to say. 
These are q u e s t i o n s that 
your dentist and orthodontist 
can best answer. They will 
have to decide if orthodontia 
is the treatment of choice. 


Before a decision can be 


made, c l i n i c a l and X-ray 
exam, and jaw and head 
measurements are neces- 
sary. And even if teeth- 
straightening is the i d e a l 
treatment, other c i r c u m - 
s t a n c e s , such as lack of 
money or time, or disinclina- 
tion to wear braces for a 
year or more, could influ- 
ence a choice of treatment 
which is less severe and 
more simple. 


For instance, it's possible 


to reshape the eye teeth, 
making them less pointed 
and less prominent. Also the 
four front t e e t h can be 
capped to build them for- 
ward. In extreme cases, the 
four front teeth can be ex- 
tracted and replaced by a 
bridge from eye tooth to eye 
tooth, thus rounding out the 
front arch and effecting a 
better cosmetic result.

HOPE NEWSPAPER HISTORY: 


The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 -Star, of Hope, found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily by his son, Ed. McCorkle, 
publishing until the 1929 con- 
solidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 
—Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 —Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 
— Later In same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 —Sold to James H. Belts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name It was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
FoLsom the last-named dying In 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins & Gates bought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended In 
1922. 


1926 
— Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 
—Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929 — C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer. 


1957 
—Following 
Mr. Pal- 


mer's death Mrs. Palmer be- 
came president. 


1969 
-With Mrs. Palmer's 


retirement from Star Publish- 
ing Co. Washburn became 16 
per cent owner and president 
— balance 24 per cent being held 
by Texarkana Newspapers, Inc.

couple of early losses to 
arouse a good team. Sure, if 
you lose two in a row, that's 
one-seventh of your season 
gone. It hurts. But some- 
times it makes you play bet- 
ter, too. 


I know I wouldn't like to 


be the team that either the 
Colts or Jets play next . . . 
especially a wounded tiger 
like the Colts . . . they're 
going to be so tough. 


New York is in a better 


position to recover. Houston, 
which leads the Jets' division 
in the American Football 
League, already has lost one 
game and it'll probably lose 
more. Unfortunately for the 
Colts, they're in the same 
National 
Football League 


division with the Los Angeles 
Rams—a team that rarely 
loses. 


Both the Jets and Colts 


know it's still early, though. 
A lot of things can happen. 
The important thing during 
the first seven or eight weeks 
is to stay with the pack. The 
team that wins champion- 
ships is the team that makes 
its move in the 10th or llth 
week. Everybody's going to 
have some early problems— 
and successes. 


This is the time of year 


for upsets, anyway. The poor 
teams 
haven't discovered 


.iust how poor they are, yet. 
Look at Dallas's win over 
New Orleans (21-17) and Los 
Angeles's win over Atlanta 
(17-7). You'd expect both to 
win by bigger margins, but 
they didn't. The Saints and 
Falcons hung on. They've 
still got confidence 


So, don't feel sorry for the 


Colts and Jets. Save your 
pity for some other team 
tha't might need it more.

Some of these taxes can 


, be seen, of course, Including the 
Social Security deduction and 
special levies on various com- 
modities and items. But many 
other taxes are hidden, added 
somewhere along the line to the 
.manufacturer's prices of a wide 
-variety of things. 


But seen or unseen, as Tax 


Foundation figures, they all add 
up to about one-fifth or more of 
your income If It happens to be 
around the average figure. Ob- 
viously, If your income Is low 
or If you have a lot of deduct- 
ions, your hidden taxes are high- 
er In relation to your income 
tax. 


If taxes go much higher, a 


worker might have to work like 
a dog to live 
like one, and 


could be better off giving the 
government the pay check and 
keeping the taxes. — Jackson 
(Miss.) Clarion-Ledger

Justice Earl "Warren, enunciat- 
ed the "all deliberate speed" 
doctrine in 1955, The somewhat 
elastic phrase recognized that 
southern school districts needed 
time to overcome administra* 
tive difficulties but ordered 
them to move ahead with de- 
segregation, 


Since then, the court has regu- 


larly disapproved various ap> 
proaches of southern school dts» 
tricts that appeared to accom. 
plish only token desegregation. 


The administration, through 


Sol. Gen. Erwin N. GrJswoW, 
took the position in the Missis* 
sippi case that what the court 
had said in these interim dec!- 
sions had the effect of burying 
the "all deliberate speed" con* 
cept.
